Dr. Cogswell and the Astor Library. 

In another column ‘will.be found a letter 
from Dr. Cocswrit, on the condition and re- 
sources of the Astor Library. The amount of 
positive inforniation in this communication is 
scarcely commensurate with its extent ; but it 
has many points of interest, notwithstanding, 
and will be eagerly read by a very large class 
of people:. The Astor Library, the collec- 
tion of which was commenced some ten 
years ago, and which opened in 1854, at pres- 
ent numbers somewhat over a hundred thou- 
sand volumes. Of this goodly gathering it 
may be safely said that it contains less rubbish 
than any other Library of equal size. Nay, 
more: it has been formed with scientific judg- 
ment and prevision. Dr. Cogsweu in no wise 
exaggerates in the claim he sets up in its be- 
half on this seore. Few persons have the 
faintest conception of how complicated and 
colossal a task is the ‘formation of such a 
Library. We regard it as a fortunate circum- 
stance that the long and large experience of so 
complete a bibliograph as Dr. Coaswzi should 
have been secured in the formation of this 
metropolitan’ museum. As it is, it forms a 
noble nucleus for a superb National Library. 
There is no field of reading or research in 
which the scholar. may not find sufficient 
equipment in this store-house of léarning. 
Those who have been familiar with the history 
of the Institution, and have had occasion to 
minutely explore its resources, cannot. have 
failed to admire the large-eyed skill which, in
